The 
two  women  and  a  man  slipped  off  a  ledge  and  fell 
about  100  feet  in  the  process  of  descending  from 
a  winter  climb  and  camping  expedition  interrupted 
by  bad  weather.  In  December,  three  members  of  a 
climbing  party  perished  on  the  11,239-foot  mountain 
when  the  group  became  separated.  After  10  days, 
searchers  recovered  one  of  the  bodies  in  a  snow 
cave  and  called  off  their  work  as  another  winter 
storm  approached  the  area.  The  other  climbers  were 
presumed  dead.
